Memory Was Excellent 
Although the aged man had been 
in failing health L»r several years, 
and wan confiner! to his room during 
the last six months, he retained a

subjects. 
Last Friday, the bronchial condi­ 
tion developed in a form resembling 
pneumonia, and death ensued despite 
the efforts of medical science.

sounds unreasonable but it is never- 
theless entirely justified at this sea- 
son," said Dr. Theodora B. Appel, 
Secretary of Health, today.

"Microscopic in size the parasite, 


trichinella spiralis—a round 
worm 


that is curled up like a watch spring 
•^-spends its entire life as the guest of 
hogs and rats. Man gets his trichinae 
by eating'infested pork. And that is 
exactly what the unfortunate boys 
got. 


"There are two things to be em- 


phasized in this 
connection. 
The 


!irst is not to be afraid of pork and 
pork products. 
The consumption of 


;his food in the United States keeps 
pace with • its 
almost 
world-wide 


popularity. And this tendency to 'eat 
pork is a most natural, and entirely 
justifiable "one, when reasonably exer- 
cised. 
On the-other hand, too much 


are free of trichinae, some porkers 
entertain them; which fact calls for 
caution on the part of all people with 
respect to pork and its products. 


"If it were possible to examine and 


weed out infested swine, caution on 
the part of consumers would not foe 
required. 'But that is exactly where 
the trouble lies. To find trichinae in 
a live hog is_ extremely difficult and 
it is equally hard to discover in its 
meat. 
Nevertheless each individual 


has, all ,the_ protection against this 
hazard' that it required. And that pro- 
tection is heat. 


"It must be understood that it is 


the live worm that causes the damage 
—not the dead one. This parasite is 
absolutely destroyed by a temperature 
of 160 degrees. Boiling water is much 
lotter than that. It is easy for your 
frying pan and oven to go way above: 
t. Therefore, always cook all pork, 
•and pork products before you eat 
them. Do not take any chances of 
'contracting trichinosis. Use fire and 
plenty o'f it when it comes to the 
porker 
and 
his 
delicacies.

heartily—but don't, for your health's 


pork, as with any other kind of meat, sake, run the. risk of eating worms."
